“The Production Tax is not a 
new. tax—it is strictly a replace- 
ment tax,” claimed D; B, Mac- 
Millan, M.L.A., in addressing a 
Social Credit meeting held in the 
Bentley Community Hall Tuesday 
night. About 350.were present. 
Slight disturbances -oceurred at 
the meeting when hecklers dis- 
agreed with Social Credit poli- 
cies, but cries of “order” from 
the platform. and from the floor 
soon brought quietness. The 
meeting was held under the aus- 
rie Sg tley Social Credit 

eA. J. Hooke, M.L.A.,* Red 
Deer, and N. Jaques, M.P., Wet- 
askiwin, were the other speak- 
ers of the evening, while E. 
Peterson, Bentley, acted as chair- 


_man. 


The statement .made by Mr. 
MacMillan that “we have no in- 
tention of putting the Production 
Tax into force if the people don’t 
want it,” was greeted with a 
“hooray” by a member of the 
audience. The speaker spoke of 
the possibility of .a vote or ref- 
erendym being given to the pri- 
mary producers to find out 
whether they want to be taxed on 
production or not. “I can’t say 
definitely that a vote will be 
taken,” he declared, “but that is 
what I would suggest,” in reply 
to a question from the floor. 

“What we’re interested in is 
distribution of abundance,” Mr. 
MacMillan proclaimed, and _ in- 
formed the audience that “we are 
going to issue, in the near future, 
some form of purchasing power, 
and embark upon a real road- 
work program.” He urged the 
co-operation of the people in 
accepting and distributing this 
“scrip” and prophesied success 
for the scheme if the support of 
the people was forthcoming. 

William Hazlett, well-known 
farmer of this district, asked for 
a question period, declaring that 
at previous meetings the question 
period had been shortened or not 
held by singing the national an- 
them. “I stand on my British 
rights,” he said. Calls of “Order,” 
“Sit down” and “Shut up” were 
heard from all parts of the hall, 
and a lively argument took place 
between O. R. Johnston of Bent- 
ley and Hazlett regarding the 
quesion period. Order was finally 
restored as Mr. Hooke rose to 
speak, 

He rapped the disturbers of 
the meeting and claimed “British 
justice has not been given to Goy- 
ernment speakers.” He spoke at 
length on the present banking 
and monetary system, pointing 
out its faults and its. shortcom- 
ings. “There has never been any 
such thing as over production,” 
he claimed. “The only thing we 
have is a lack of dollar bills—a 
lack of purchasing power.” 

Quoting prominent bankers and 
economists, Mr} Hooke insisted 
that “a bank is a place where 
credit is manufactured.” He 
traced the deficiencies of the 
economic set-up of the world and 
said “Wars are definitely planned 
—just as are depressions— 
planned by the money barons for 
their own profit. Take the profit 
out of war, and wars will cease,” 
he claimed, adding that the only 
way to do this is by “taking the 
control of credit out of the hands 
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for its first tal a few days 
-ago as the majestic Queen Mary 
left Southampton ‘for New

Jaques replied. 

One of the audience referred to 
the recalling of the recall act as 
“one of the dirtiest acts I’ve ever 
seen.” 

“If the banks can_ produce 
money out of nothing, why not 
set up a bank,” the platform was 
asked “We might do that very 
shortlyein the form of credit 
houses, which will be the same 
thing,” Mr. Hooke replied. 

Another questioner asked, “if 
the banks can create their own 
money indiscriminately, why is it 
the Home Bank went broke?” 
Mr. Jaques replied by saying that 
bank possibly “got aut of line 
with the rest,” and “that it might 
have been one of the tricks to 
allow that bank to go broke. If 
one bank goes down the rest all 
gobble it up,” he concluded.

New Sidewalk 
Almost Completed 


Work on the new “sidewalk 


re: thoroughfare to the 
4 unity Hospital is well 


under way. Laying of the walk 
was started Tuesday’ morning, 
and according to Contractor J. 
W. Fraser of Wainwright, the 
final stages should be completed 
some time today. The walk, 
which proceeds south along. the 
west side of Doupe street and 
swerves west along the north 
side of York street, joining the 
Calgary highway, is constructed 
by a special refinement process 
of asphalt, with the final surface 
finished in a dusting of cement. 


Twenty-four men, all local but 
two, have been working steadily 
for the past few days, and their 
efforts are rapidy mounting as 
the walk nears completion. Laid 
right on an earthen bed, the walk 
is two inches thick.‘and the fin- 
ished white surface of cement 
produces excellent durability, 
with an elasticity that prevents 
punching and heaval cracking. 
Five hours after the asphalt is 
laid the surface is ready for use. 
With the special heating process 
no curb is necessary and the bev- 
eled edges prevent crumbling 
along the side, 


It is a truly modern walk and

Dear Sir.—lt has been brought 
to my notice that there was an 
incorrect report in the Globe of 
last week of a Social Credit 
meeting held here on July 7th 
last.

And so the Globe is in wrong 
again with D. S, Thompson, a 
letter from whom is_ published 
alongside this reply.

Teeth are put into the by-law 
by the clause in the provincial 
act which provides penalties for 
employers who refuse to provide 
the municipal district with infor- 
mation regarding their em- 
ployees. 

Contains Two Clauses 

The by-law contains two 
clauses, the first’ pertaining to 
those parties whose names ap- 
pear on the assessment roll, and 
who will be required to pay a 
tax of not less than four dollars 
“irrespective of the value of the 
property for which he may be 
assessed.” The second clause 
deals with persons “gainfully 
employed,” who have resided 
within the municipality for a 
period of one month or more” 
and levies a tax of four dollars 
per annum on these residents of 
the municipal district. 

Notices will be sent to taxpay- 
ers from the municipal offices as 
soon as assent to the by-law is 
given by the Minister of Muni- 
cipal Affairs. The additional 
revenue to be derived by this by- 
law will be used in the general 
account, the tax being levied pri- 
marily to offset the hospital bills 
for indigents and transients that 
the municipal district has been 
forced to pay. 

The clauses from the amended 
municipal which empowers 
the. munic district to collect 
this tax is printed below in full 
for the benefit of our readers: 

“Subject to the approval of the 
Minister, the council may by by- 


law, fix the minimum tax in the 


by any person assessed upon the 
assessment roll, and may require 
that any person who is gainfully 
employed who has resided therein 
for a period of one month or 
over and has not been assessed 
on the assessment roll, shall pay 
an annual tax of four dollars for 
municipal purposes, to be collect- 
ed at any time after the first day 
of January in each and every 
year, and such municipal tax shall 
be payable by such _ resident 
whether he has resided in the

To Hold Cereal Crops 
Field Day Here Aug. 5 


The annual Cereal Crops Field 
Day will be held at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, on Friday, August 5. 

Plant breeding, variety testing 
and verification of purity pro- 
jects and experiments will be re- 
viewed. Some 4031 plots, includ- 
ing 600 samples of farmers’ 
grain, are being grown in verifi- 
cation tests for purity of variety 
and other information-producing 
experiments. 

Of particular interest are the 
plant breeding projects in which 
new varieties of wheat, oats, 
barley and flax are being devel- 
oped. The 4500 plants resulting 
from crosses between wheat and 
graes, the first step in devclop- 
ing a perennial wheat, are in 
themselves worthy of a visit to 
the station. 

Dr. L. H. Newman, Dominion 
Cerealist, and other prominent 
Field Crop authorities, will be 
on hand to give information on 
problems related to the produc- 
tion of cereal crops. 

The program will start at 10 
o’clock sharp in the morning 
with a meeting of the Alberta 
Branch of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association ‘in the 
Pavilion. The regular Field Day 
program will begin at 1:15 p.m., 
immediately after lunch. A day 
full of interest is assured, irre- 
spective of weather conditions. 
Come early and bring’ your own 
lunch,—coffee, cream, sugar and 
cups will be supplied by the Ex- 
perimental Station.

A Long, Tough Struggle 


iis decision of the Japanese Government to 


cancel the Olympic Games scheduled for 
Tokio in 1940 is looked upop as a sign of weak- 
ness on the part of the Island Empire. It is. well 
known that the Japanese economic structure, 
never strong, is being sadly tested by the present 
Chinese war, but commentators and economists 
believe now that this economic structure is in 
danger of complete collapse. One well-known 
commentator went so far as to state that the Olym- 
pic Games have been cancelled because the Gov- 
ernment lacks the material and money to erect the 
necessary stadiums for the games. 

Whether this is correct or not, Japan’s war- 
time conscription of wealth and iron Government 
control over industry is certainly an indication 
that the land of the rising sun is knuckling down 
to real war-time economics. No longer is the con- 
quest referred to as the “Manchurian incident.” 
The war has caused a blow to Japanese prestige 
throughout the world, while China has risen in 
the estimation of military strategists. 

The war is likely to turn into a David and 
Goliath struggle, with China playing the part of 
David.

What a tremendous power for good such a 
confederation of English-speaking peoples could 
be; it is, of course, almost Utopian in its concep- 
tion, but what splendid visions this germ of an

Now, I am not. trying . to daggest. that the 
United States are the only ones selling to the Jap- 
anese; I believe that they would sell indiscrimi- 
natly wherever there is a market, in the same way 
as other nations. However, the leaders in the 
United States have publicly told-us ‘so often that 
trade with the East must be maintained, that it 
is of vital importance to the States. But, it must 
be noted’ that a ridiculous position exists here. 
The Americans are sending “Notes” to the Chinese, 
and to the Japanese, saying that their properties 
and interests “must be respected and protected 
at all costs, and yet they are supplying, at the rate 
of a million a month, war materials to blow China, 
and incidentally, their own property, to perdition. 

These two items, appearing side by side on 
the one sheet of a very reliable English news- 
paper, might make the ordinary reader imagine 
that these two powerful English-speaking nations 
‘were on opposite sides of this war in the East. 
Personally, I am sure’ that all decent-minded 
people, of any nation, deplore whole-heartedly the 
unprovoked aggression in China, Britain and Am- 
erica both have much to lose in’China; there are 
millions of dollars belonging to each nation. tied 
up in that country. ‘Their interests seem iden- 
tical, and yet one is reported as providing war 
material, and the other providing money to buy 
war material, America is by no means the only 
guilty party, Canada has supplied war material to 
any buyer, irrespective of British interests, 

e If a confederation of this sort would come 
into being, think of its possibilities! Britain woula 
withhold loans to China, America would withhold 
war material, Canada refuse to export nickel, and 
that would surely be a right step in the direction 
of a peace from necessity. More. effective than 
the “sanctions” desired by the League of Nations. 
A league of all English-speaking people, working 
with one purpose towards peace and world stabil- 
ity, could accomplish more than the League of 
Nations ever hoped to accomplish, I am not try- 
ing to suggest that these three nations are the sole 
makers of war horrors, but these three nations, 
backed by Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
etc., etc., would form such a powerful weapon 
for peace, that it would be impossible for other 
nations to obtain sufficient supplies with which 
to wage war. In other words, “Peace by Boycott.” 
Of course, this all sounds like a beautiful dream, 
the ravings of a visionary; but, we can remember 
with hope that a lot of seemingly impossible 
things envisaged by H. G. Wells in the past have 
already come into being. H. G. Wells may well 
be the prophet of his day, the “Seer,” who can 
see, “The Shape of Things to Come.”

Days To Be 


For 22 months the old ware- 
house had been almost forgotten 
and had been just another of the 


wayside hulks, roofless and 


wrecked, that lined the wayside 
as incoming and outgoing “par- 
ties” shuffled through the dark- 
ness behind the lines. And then 
overnight it became a matter of 
Headquarters importance; it con- 
tained hundreds: of Canadian- 
made agricultural implements at 
a time when French farmers 
were deprived of the. man-power 
they needed and when the mili- 
tary government was howling 
for foodstuffs, : 


The warehouse was under al- 
most constant fire. Snipers’ bul- 
lets swished | stealthily in the 
Streets if life stirred; high ex- 
plosive tossed bricks into the sky. 
Any indication of interest in the 
warehouse would have invited a 
bombardment from Fritzy that 
would destroy the precious ma- 
chines agricoles.

So the -French _ Intelligence 
went to wogk. Down from Paris 
came a youthful expert on ma- 
chines agricoles; an entire de- 
tachment of French engineers 
was assigned to act. under his 
orders. The expert was chosen 
becauge he could identify every 
part of a machine’ ii darkness 
like the inside of his hat, Con- 
ferences, very secret and mys- 
terious, were held, and the whole 
French command in the sector 
walked on eggs as the job was 
launched.

So, to cut a long story short, 
James S. Duncan, now general 
manager” of Massey-Harris Co., 
Ltd., late of the Royal Field Ar- 
tillery, which he left after the 
Armistice with rank of captain, 
will visit French Village in a 
few weeks and take a look at a 
wrecked, twisted warehouse, But 
he won’t have to lead any sal- 
vage parties into it at night. And 
he will be able to light a fag in 
it if he feels like it.

“Every employer shall furnish 
from month to month, upon re- 
quest of the secretary-treasurer, 
the names of all persons in. his 
employment, and the secretary- 
treasurer by a notice in writing 
may require the employer or em- 
ployers to deduct from the next 
Payment made to any employee 
who is named in ‘the notice and 
has not paid any tax for the pay- 
ment of whieh the employee is 
liable under the said sections, the 
amount of the tax, and to for- 
ward the same to the secretary- 
treasurer immediately. after mak- 
ing the déduction hereinbefore 
directed. 

“Any employer who fails to 
furnish the information request-

The World of Wheat 
By MAJOR Hi. L. STRANGE 


“I sure will know this fall 
which of the new varieties of 
wheat is best for my farm,” said 
a good friend to me a few days 
ago. “How will you know that?” 
I asked him, “Well,” he said, “I've 
seeded two acres to Thatcher, 
Renown, Apex, Reward and Red 
Bobs, and [ll compare the yields 
of each with my main crop of 
Marquis, Then next year I'll sow 
the seed on a larger acreage from 
whichever of the two. acres 
proves to be the best.” 

“That’s a fine experiment,” I 
answered him, “but .don’t for 
goodness sake use next year any 
of the seed from those two acre 
plots, for you'll find it very dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to har- 
vest, thresh and to bin all those 
different varietiés and not to get 
them badly mixed.” 


“From my own experience in 
Seed growing, and from observ- 
ing the work of hundreds of our 
best seed growers,” I said, “I ad- 
vise you to haul to the elevator 
the grain from those two acre 


plots, and then next winter to . 


purchase some good pure Regi- 
stered or Certified séed of the 
variety you finally chose. Sow 
this good seed ‘on clean land and 
then you will have a real good 
start. with the variety you like.” 

“Mixtures of varieties,” I told 
my friend, “are certainly one of 
the commonest causes of low 
grades, hence of serious money 
lusses to farmers.”

967 mil- 
lion; Prairie moisture conditions 
improve.
